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Response to Arguments 



The Applicants argue that Kagan et al do not teach notification of "new" 
transmission data posted. Kagan et al teach a descriptor 38 that enters the HCA 22 and 
"rings a doorbell" to become processed. The examiner interprets that the description of 
"rings a doorbell" is obvious that data/descriptor requires some sort of 
acknowledgement due to "unfamiliarity of data coming in," and therefore, considered as 
"new" data, before the data is allowed to enter the HCA. To clarify, figure 2 shows "new" 
data/descriptors entering the HCA, having to go through the doorbell handler 54, before 
the data is scheduled in scheduler 60 and then processed to the output port. If the data 
is known (not new), there is obviously no need to notify there are data awaiting for 
execution at the doorbell or for the data to be "acknowledged" by the doorbell handler or 
(re)scheduled before the data is sent to the output. Paragraph 0054 further makes clear 
of receiving of new QP assignment. 

In view of the reasons above, the examiner respectfully maintains the previous 
rejection. 
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
